“Jury Scam” 


The Office of Jury 
Commissioner is warning the 
public to beware of a jury duty 
telephone scam, after receiving 
a flurry of reports that this 
tionwide identity theft con 

recently reached 
chust Citizens from 
around the state have received 
calls from people claiming to 
be court officials chasing 
scofflaws who have missed jury 
duty. When the target protests 
that they knew nothing of the 
supposedly missed jury duty, 
the caller demands personal 
identifying information (such 
as Social Security numbers and 
dates of birth) to confirm that 
the target is not at risk of fine 
or arrest 

“This is a particularly inge- 
niou: am because it preys on 
people’s fears and indignation 
at being falsely accused of 
breaking the law,” said Pamela 
J. Wood, Jury Commissioner 
for the Commonwealth. “The 
scam artist will often pose as a 
sheriff or court officer, and 
state that you or someone close 
to you, such as your child or 
spouse, has missed jury duty 
and will be fined or arrested if 
they don’t report to the court 
immediately. Because the 
caller isn’t selling something or 
directly asking for personal 
information, the target often 
doesn't recognize the scam and 
is only too eager to offer infor- 
mation to persuade the caller 
that they've made a mistake.” 
The jury duty scam has been 
reported in many other states 
over the past year, but is only 
now appearing in 
Massachusetts, 

The telephone call is a clear 
indication that the call is bogus, 
according to Commissioner 
Wood.

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New DVDs getting to you faster! 


The Merrimack Valley 
Library Consortium introduced 
a new way for library patrons 
to get the DVDs that they 
request more quickly. For the 
first six months after purchase, 
most new-release feature films 
and television shows on DVD 
will no longer be put in transit 
and sent to another library via 
the Inter-Library Loan system. 
This will allow patrons to get 
access to the DVDs that they 


request faster than before. 

What this change means for 
you: 

1. DVD's will no longer spend 
weeks traveling from library to 
library filling requests, so there 
will be more new movies on the 
shelf at your local library. 

2. You can make requests-by 
going to www.tewksburypl.org. 
If we do not own a particular 
DVD, you can still request it 
but you must pick it up at the 


library that owns it. We try to 
buy new releases quickly, so 
you may never need to look 
elsewhere.

3. This change will apply only 
to newly purchased DVDs!

One afternoofi, my friends 
iid I decided we wanted to go 
to Berlin for a weekend since 
our love of sauerkraut, sausage, 
and Germans in general hasn't 
fled our hearts since our one 
night, whirlwind tour of Munich 
that took place right before we 
got lo Prague, We happily chat- 
tered all the way to the bus sta- 
tion about what we would do in 
Berlin and continued to do so as 
we navigated our way through 
the Prague bus station which 
appeared to be a level of the 
underworld portrayed in 
Dante's Inferno. Finally, after 
wt seemed like eons of 
ching, we found the 
furolines bus terminal to pur- 
chase our tickets to Germany. 

That’s when we got the bad 
news: Berlin was a go-ahead 
only if we voted one friend off 
the bus. After exchanging awk- 
ward glances, we turned to a 
map of bus destinations and 
told the ticket agent almost in 
unison, “We'll go to Bratislava.” 

Bratislava, the capital of 
Slovakia, and smallest capital 
in all of Europe, is located 
three and a half hours south- 
east of Prague and sits on the 
Austrian border. The city offers 
sights such as the ancient 
Bratislava Castle, the quaint 
old town square, the River 
Danube, and Devin Castle, 
which is now in ruins. At 23 U.S. 
dollars for a round trip bus tick- 
et, Bratislava was hard to pass 
up. 

When we arrived at the 
Bratislava bus station, no one 
in our group knew what to 
think, and that was partly 


Not the quiet hamlet one pictures in one’s mind. Bratislava spans the Danube with mod- 
ern bridges and high rises 


because I left the directions to 
the hostel back in Prague. We 
wandered around for two hours 
before happening on our 
accommodations and decided 
to unpack and then go out to do 
what any experienced traveler 
(or faux-experienced in my 
case) should do: we explored 
our surroundings. 

After the unpacking, not 
much happened. What I discov- 
ered about Bratislava is that 
aside from the castle, the ruins, 
the old town square and the 
Danube, that there is not much 
left to see. 

What was most striking about 
Slovakia was how unattractive 
it was. Looking around as we 
walked through the area not 
marked as the small, yet oddly 
handsome pedestrian zone, we 
saw old gray buildings plas- 
tered with graffiti that was any- 
thing but peace promoting like 
Prague’s Lennon wall. We saw 
halfway demolished buildings 
and from the top of the castle

where the view should be most 
remarkable, we saw smoke- 
stacks and tenement style hous- 
es similar to those that riddle 
the skylines of the Bronx and 
Brooklyn. The old town square 
and castle looked strangely out 
of place as if they were an oasis 
in the middle of an urban jun- 
gle. The narrow, cobblestone 
streets speckled with gothic 
buildings transported our sens- 
es into ancient times, but the 
high-rise buildings surrounding 
the elegant innards of the city 
overshadowed the glow of the 
capital. Everything we saw was 
everything we didn’t expect. 
Coming from Prague, where 
every direction offers some- 
thing exciting and enticing to 
the eye, Bratislava was dank 
and eerie. It was hard to believe 
that only 14 years ago the 
Czech Republic and Slovakia 
were a conjoined nation. After 
the Velvet Divorce in 1993 when 
Czechoslovakia peacefully, and 
agreeably, split into two and

went their separate ways with- 
out a nasty courtroom battle, 
Prague seemed to have plowed 
forth, while Bratislava hung in 
the architectural shadows. 

As poorly as I portray this 
city, Bratislava is continually 
growing in prosperity and will 
continue to do so as it tries to 
adopt the Euro within the next 
three years. After joining the 
European Union in 2004, 
tourism grew immensely with 
visitors coming from as far as 
the United States and Canada 
to see what thrills this small 
Eastern European city has 
tucked away in its crevices. For 
the year 2013, Bratislava has 
been chosen to be a European 
Capital of Culture. To be nomi- 
nated as a Capital of Culture, 
all 25 members of the European 
Union must unanimously 
decide which city is valuable 
enough to play host to this 
event and the city receives a 
grant for being selected. It’s 
akin to choosing a sight for the 
Olympics only much less com- 
petitive and it involves no 
sports. Instead, Europeans use

Capt. George McIntosh was a 
sea captain from Maine who 
first @me to Wilmington on a 
packet boat on the Middlesex 
Canal.

Capt. McIntosh returned to 
Wilmington and became a sec- 
tion foreman on the Boston and 

Railroad. 

McIntoshes had five boys, 
Charles, Schamiel, George, 
William and John, and two 
girls, Julia and Sarah Ada. The 
latter lived with her brother 
Billy on the family homestead. 
Julia married Frank Crockett, 
and was the mother of Mrs. 
George M.A.M. Webber, who 
taught business subjects at 
Wilmington High School for 
many years. F 

Julia Crockett bought and 
sold real estate. Judge Frank 
McGuire of Woburn said of her 
that she was the smartest 
woman he ever knew. 

Billy Mack was town highway 


superintendent, before World 
War I. He was.a big and power- 
ful man, and it was he who built 
the first macadam road in 
Wilmington, a short stretch on 
Church Street, just below the 
Square, built so the fire horses 
could get up a little speed 
before dragging the old hand- 
pumper up the hill and through 
Wilmington Square. 

It was quite a thrilling sight, 
in those days, to watch the 
snorting, galloping horses drag 
that aparatus around.

Abraham Lincoln enough. 

Billy Mack resigned to take 
the job of highway superinten- 
dent in Danvers. He was paid 
$3000 a year, very good money 
in those days. Then after seven 
or eight years on the job, he 
made the mistake of supporting 
the wrong candidate in the 
town election. His man lost, 
and the winner fired him. 

One of Billy’s brothers lost his 
front teeth in such a fight, down 
at the old swimming hole at 
Jenk’s Bridge. 

Another brother was 
Schamiel McIntosh, a black- 
smith. He had a livery stable in 
Wilmington Square, but lost it 
in the fire of 1903. He rebuilt his 
business as a hardware store, 
which later became Church 
Street Hardware.

He initiated meetings between 
faculty and the school commit- 
tee to exchange ideas, define 
objectives and encourage 
advanced teacher study. 

In 1958, he was a judge at the 
high school science fair, where 
he met several students. He 
became a mentor and invited 
some of them.to visit his labo- 
ratory at MIT. At the time, 
Buck was completing his doc- 
torate in electrical engineering. 
His lab, with several grad and 
undergrad students, was work- 
ing with replacing the wound- 
coil cryotron with a thin-film 
device. 

Two of those students were 
Jimmy Corum and Peter 
Neilson. Peter said it was then 
that he realized he could have a 
career in math or science. 
Jimmy Corum recalls that he 
had a “cloud” of graduate and 
undergrad students working in 
his laboratory, evidence that he 
had landed some grants. 

In June, 1958, he received his 
PhD. In July, Dr. Buck was 
appointed as an assistant pro- 
fessor of electrical engineering. 

In spite of ‘his demanding 
work at MIT, he was also a 
dynamo in community activi- 
ties in Wilmington. On a winter 
day in the very early 1950s, 
there was a car broken down in 
the middle of intersection of 
Routes 38 and 62, known as 
“The Square.” The car belonged 
to the Methodist minister. One 
would have to assume that it 
was that of Rev. Otis Maxfield.

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Another Wildcat athlete makes history 


Steve Sughrue the first underclassmen state wrestling champion

WAYLAND — When he made 
school history, all Wilmington 
High’s Steve Sughrue did was 


smile from ear-to-ear. No 


pumping the fists, no jumping: 


into his coaches’ arms, no 
falling on his knees in tears. 
None of that. Just a simple 
smile. 

Sughrue became the sixth 
wrestler in the history of the 
program to be crowned a state 
champion, while being the first 
underclassmen to do it. Just 
before 6:00 pm on Saturday 
night, Sughrue, the No. 2 seed, 
defeated the top seed Tom 
Despard of Southwick 
Regional, 5-2, to capture the 
Division 3 103-pound state 
championship held over a two- 
day span at Wayland High 
School. 

His. title is the first at WHS 
since both Derek Hanley 
became the first Wildcat 
wrestler win an all-state cham- 
pionship during the 2002-03 sea- 
son, That came a week after 
both Hanley and Roman Walsh 
captured Division 3 titles. The 
year before that, Hanley was 
the only non senior to win a 
state championship, winning 
the title as a junior. 

Previously to that, Billy Tate, 
Pat Heffernan and Mare 
Sollazzo all won state titles all 
during their senior years. 

Sughrue accomplished the 
amazing feat as a sophomore. 

It was a championship match 
that featured Sughrue, who 
came in at 43-2, and Despard 
who came in at 41-1. 

And it was Sughrue who pre- 
vailed and now will be among 
the six elite wrestlers in the 
history of the program, while 
he might not want that atten- 
tion. 

“I didn’t really realize every- 
thing until the match was over,” 
Sughrue said. “It didn’t really 
hit me that I was a state cham- 
pion. I have a lot of respect for 
that kid. If I lost, I wouldn’t 
want someone jumping all over 
the place and all over me and 
all of that. 

“I was over by the bleachers 

and my family was there and I 
guess that’s when I realized 
everything.” 
The realization is that 
Sughrue is now 44-2 on the sea- 
son and 79-17 in two years. He 
won his previous three matches 
to get to the final, the first two 
coming on Friday night, before 
winning a very grueling semifi- 
nal match early Saturday. 

He waited around for the 
biggest match of his young 
career and came through with 
flying colors, especially scoring 
all five points in the final peri- 
od after the match was score- 
less through the first four min- 
utes. 

“It wasn’t unexpected or 
unthought of,” said head coach 
Mike Pimental, who has 
coached all six of the pro- 
gram’s state champions. “We 
just wanted to take one step at 
a time so he wouldn’t get all 
nerved up or get all nerved up 
and not do as well as he would 
have hoped and be disappoint- 
ed. We want him to have the 


fire in his heart to do: great 
things but you don’t want the 
heart to be crushed either. 

“It was just a bonus for him to 
do what he did..We took it one 
match at a time. We told him 
what he had to do, what to pay 
attention too and he went out 
strong in each match.” 

On Friday, Sughrue pinned 
Norwell’s John Gatica at the 
1:25 mark of the first period, 
before pinning Kevin Wotj- 
kowski just one second before 
the end of the first period in his 
second match advancing him to 
the semi-finals on Saturday. 

That’s when Sughrue went up 
against Carver’s Paul Walsh, 
who came into the match unde- 
feated. Sughrue really took con- 
trol of the match early on, scor- 
ing on several takedowns and 
coming away with the 8-4 win. 
That set up the championship 
match with Despard. 

“(Despard) was the No. 1 seed 
and he was 41-1 coming in and 
now he’s 41-2,” said Pimental 
with a chuckle, “But he’s a kid 
who is very dangerous on top. 
Our plan going into the match 
was to have him wrestle on his 
feet and hopefully get a take- 
down in the first period and 
ride him out after that. Then if 
it was our choice, we'd go neu- 
tral again and try to take him 
down again.” 

Sughrue was very aggressive 
in the first period trying to take 
Despard down four different 
times. However, late in the first 
period, Sughrue was warned for 
stalling, meaning another 
warning would result in a point 
for his opponent. 

“The match was going fine 
until the referee hit me with a 
stalling (warning),” said 
Sughrue. “I didn’t know what I 
did because I was the one 
shooting in on him. I have 
looked at the videotape and I 
was backing up so I guess I 
could see that.” 

The first period ended score- 
less, Sughrue then chose top to 
start the second period and he 
was able to hold him off the 
entire two minutes. 

“(Despard) took bottom and I 
rode him out the entire time 
which is not something I usual- 
ly do,” said Sughrue. “I have 
done that before, just not 
against a wrestler of that cal- 
iber and it’s pretty tough to do 
that.” 


Now after two scoreless peri- 
ods, the pressure was mounting 
for both wrestlers. 

“I took bottom to start the 
third period and he had the 
optional start,” said Sughrue. 
“(Despard) wanted to get me 
on my feet so I was up 1-0 (after 
the escape). Then I shot in and 
he was off balance so I got the 
two points for the takedown and 
was up 3-0.” 

Shortly thereafter, Sughrue 
was nailed with his second 
stalling warning, which result- 
ed in a point for Despard mak- 
ing it 3-1. He then escaped mak- 
ing it 3-2 with less than a 
minute to go in the game. 

“With a little more than 20 
seconds left, I took him down 
again (for two more points 
making it 5-2) and I looked up 
at the clock and saw it tick

Masconomet takes game, league title 


Despite great effort, ‘Cats eliminated from tourney play

One team needed a win, and 
the other just needed a tie. 
‘Wilmington needed the win and 
got the loss, while Masconomet 
needed the tie and not only got 
the ‘win, but the Cape Ann 
League championship. 

In a wild back-and-forth, 
extremely physical contest, the 
Wilmington High boys hockey 
team led 3-1 going into the third 
period and were defeated 4-3 by 
Masconomet Regional on 
Monday afternoon at the 
Ristuccia Exposition Center. 

The loss eliminated 
Wilmington from state tourna- 
ment play for the second time 
in the past three years after the 
team ‘made it 12 straight years. 
The Wildcats’ are now 6-10-2 
with two games remaining on 
the schedule. 

“Our effort was good but in 
our inability to get the puck out 


of our’ own end has hurt us all 
season,” said Wildcat head 
coach Steve Scanlon. “When 
we don’t handle the puck well 
in our zone, we get in trouble. 
We were significantly outplayed 
in those last two periods. The 
outshot us 41-18 in the game, so 
you can’t expect your goal- 
tender to make save after save 
after save. He does, but you got 
to get the puck out of your own 
end. You give teams a chance 
to stick it to you. That second 
goal (they scored) was a big 
goal.” 

Still with the 3-2 lead with less 
than 45 seconds in the game, 
the ‘Cats were playing with a 
lot of grit and starving off a 
late attack by a very good skat- 
ing and powerful Masconomet 
team. Deep in their end, Masco 
tried a long pass up to a for- 
ward just before the red line in 
front of the Masco bench. The 
pass sailed high in front of the 
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player’s helmet and was never 
touched with the puck going all 
the way down to the 
Wilmington end. The second 
referee trailing the play waved 
off the icing. Seconds later, 
Masconomet’s Tom Brazel put 
home a second shot from the 
right side of the net to tie the 
game up at 3-3. 

“There were two very ques- 
tionable calls there towards the 
end of the game,” said Scanlon. 
“How you're waving off that 
icing, I have no idea, and then 
the puck that inadvertently hits 
(Shane). Foley in the head and 
they call it intentional off sides 
were very questionable calls.” 

The game was tied at 3-3 with 
30 seconds left. Wilmington 
couldn't afford a tie or a loss, 
they needed a win, as well as 
wins against Dracut and 
Tewksbury to get into the state 
tournament. That said, Scanlon

Cabral for the extra skater. It 
didn’t work as Masco won the 
face-off, went right into the 
zone with Chris Krieder scor- 
ing the empty net goal giving 
masco the 43 win, and the 
league championship title. 

“We couldn’t take the tie,” 
said Scanlon. “We went for it. I 
know we basically gave it to 
them, but they already had (the 
league title) won (with the tie) 
and we couldn't tie. A tie did us 
no good so we went for the 
win.” 

Wilmington took a 1-0 lead 
early in the first period. 
Outplaying Masco, including 
holding a 95 advantage in 
shots, the ‘Cats scored just 4:29 
into the game as Ernie Mello 
put home a wrist shot with 
assists going to Eric Siegel and 
Shane Foley, just seconds after 
the team killed off a penalty. 

Cabral came up big with two 
consecutive saves early in the 
second period and shortly 
thereafter, the ‘Cats made it 2-0 
scoring a power play goal. 
Defenseman Tim Parker took a 
slap shot from the right point 
which was kicked out and Mello 
put home the rebound on a 
backhand for his second goal of 


the game, 

Masco cut the lead in half 
scoring with 4:07 left in the sec- 
ond period as Andrew Pinella 
putting home a rebound just 
inside the left hand post mak- 
ing it 2-1. 

Cabral came up with another 
big save stuffing a breakaway 
from the left hand wing keeping 
the lead at 2-1. He was able to 
breathe a little easier when 
Wilmington scored its second 
power play goal. Mello had the 
puck deep in the left hand cor- 
ner and sent a pass out to the 
far post to Foley. With the

Masco again cut the lead 
down to a goal as Cam Greely 
made it 3-2 just 1:37 into the 
third period. Masco thought 
they took the lead six minutes 
later as one of its players took a 
shot and ended up pushing the 
rebound into the net with his 
glove and the goal was waved 
off. Wilmington kept 
Masconomet off the scoreboard 
the next few minutes behind 


several stellar stops by Cabral, 
who turned away 37 of 40 possi- 
ble shots. 

“Michael was great,” said 
Scanlon. “He kept us in the 
game. They peppered us in the 
second period and they did 
again in the third period with 
another 15 shots.” 

Despite Masconomet outplay 
ing Wilmington in the final two 
periods, Scanlon was pleased 
with the effort, but knows it 
was the lack of executing and 
the lack of winning experience 
which ultimately hurt his team 
this entire season. 

“(If we played like we did on 
Monday) we would have had 
three or four more wins and 
would never have been in this 
situation,” he said. “What do 
you say to them? They are 
down. They played hard and 
you can’t fault their effort 
They come to play most nights. 
There were a few nights we did. 
n’t but with us it’s usually not 
about effort, it’s about execu- 
tion. We didn’t make the most 
of our chances throughout the 
entire season, not just today.”

It certainly appeared that two 
vastly different teams came out 
of their locker rooms to start 
the second half, as Wilmington 
broke open a close game with a 
90 run to start the half that 
made the score 39-26.

two week cruise from 
Barcelona, Spain to Istanbul, 
Turkey. 


“I am considered an enrich- 
ment person,” Sheeran said. “I 
am placed by one of four agen- 
cies that place various types of 
enrichment people on the cruise 
ships.” 

The categories of enrich- 
ment could be bridge teachers, 
or caricaturists. In Sheeran's 
case she could be an arts and 
crafts leader, or a destination 
lecturer or a youth director. 

In the latter case her experi- 
ence as a teacher at Endicott 
College and at Greater 
Lawrence Vocational School 
will put her in good stead. 

The ships try to have all the 
extra options as well as what 
the cruise line offers,” Sheeran 
said. 

On an upcoming trip she will 
be doing the coast of Mexico, 
including Acapulco. Sheeran 
will do her destination lectures 
during the days at sea. 

For this trip she has to bone 
up on facts about the four ports 
the ship will be stopping at. She 
will also give a brief history of 
Mexico to the passengers. 

She estimates that about 75 
people attend each session of 
the lectures.

“We have 
all of the amenities afforded the 
other passengers.” 

She added, “We have laughed 
our way through some cruises. 
Once we missed a cruise out of 
Galveston, Texas and another 
time we were the only two peo- 
ple on the boat with a skeleton 
crew.” 

Sheeran explained that the 
boat was doing a cruise of the 
Mississippi River and was 
scheduled to go into port for 
repairs. However, it was booked 
as a cruise in case any passen- 
gers signed up for it. 

Of all the places Sheeran has 
been able to travel her time on 
the Delta Queen cruising the 
Mississippi River is at the top of 
her list. It was a cruise where 
she was able to learn a lot about 
this country. 

“The most fascinating weeks 
have been on the Delta Queen 
steamboats - the American 
Queen and the Mississippi 
Queen,” Sheeran said. “We trav- 
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eled from New Orleans to 

Minneapolis/St. Paul.” 
Between the two boats 

Sheeran has traveled not only 


the Mississippi, but also the 
Missouri Arkansa 
Cumberland, and Tennessee 


rivers. Those waterways have 
taken her to small towns and 
villages in this country that not 
many people get to see or learn 
anything about 

“It has afforded me a chance 
over 15 weeks to visit Middle 
America,” Sheeran said. “I've 
been in large cities, small cities 
and villages I've never heard 
of.” 

She recalled, “One village 
may have had three people in 
it.” 

Because of her work on the 
steamboats, she has visited 
such places as _ Nashville, 
‘Tennessee, Hannibal Missouri 
New Orleans, Baton Rouge and 
places like Red’ Wing and 
LaCrosse. Sheeran also learned 
about how vibrant the river 
traffic is and its importance to 
the economy of the country as 
the boats and barges carry coal, 
copper, lumber and other goods 
from Middle America to the 
Gulf Coast. 

However, her cruises have 
also been on some of the world's 
largest cruise lines. These 
include, Norwegian, Royal 
Caribbean, Celebrity and oth- 
ers. 

The ships can carry any- 
where from 400 people to over 
2,200. The larger amounts are 
on the ocean liners as opposed 
to the steamboats. 

Whether it is on a river or to 
an exotic destination, Sheeran 
claims, “Every trip we have 
been on has been an adventure.”

“THE QUEEN” 
GRADE: **** 

The Queen provides a 
glimpse of the British 
monarchy at a difficult 
crossroads, moments that 
were totally unscripted in the 
royalty rulebook of etiquette. 

The movie begins as the 
newly elected prime minister, 
Tony Blair (Michael Sheen), 
arrives at Buckingham 
Palace for a ceremonial 
meeting with the queen 
(Helen Mirren, who might as 
well head home with the Best 
Actress Oscar right now), 
who must formally invite 
Blair to form a government 
despite his popular election 
by the citizenry. Several 
months after this awkward 
meeting, while the royal fam- 
ily is vacationing in their 
castle in Balmoral, Diana, 
the divorced Princess of 
Wales, dies in a car crash in 
Paris. 

The rest of the film con- 
cerns the queen's inability to 
understand the people’s mas- 
sive outpouring of grief for 
Diana, and the people’s dis- 
tress over the royals’ appar- 
ent absence of sorrow or 
mourning. This disconnect is 
understood by Blair, who 
takes it upon himself to 
entreat the queen to cut 
short her vacation, return to 
London, and demonstrate 
visible signs of mourning. 
It's an ironic position for him 
to take, having come into 
office with a progressive 
agenda that disdained the 
monarchy. 

We watch the royal family 
moping around the recesses 
of their castles, watching the 
constant footage of them- 
selves on television and 
responding unapprehending- 
ly as the people condem 
them for standing on ceremo- 
ny. Mirren is magnificent in 
the role. Sheen and james 
Cromwell also give excellent 
interpretations of their real- 
life characters. The Queen is 
palace intrigue at its finest
